The names of Marshal! Field and P. D 
Armour, both stockholders in the Chicago 
City Railway Company, were hissed, Mayor 
Harrison was delcared a coming President 
of the United States, and the Lyman fran- 
chise extension ordinance was taken from 
the Joint Committee on Streets and Alleys 
and given to the Committee on Railroads. 

All this happened amid cheers, howls, 
hisses and shouts, but there was no biood- 
shed. At one stage of the proceedings a 
crowd of 50 men,. wearing badges which 
read “Stand by Chicago and Mayor Harri- 
son against Yerkes and boodle,’’ and 
headed by a drum corps, marched througn 
the City Hall and caused every Alderman 
to quake.

For 
costiveness an infant's enema is_ better 
than:physis. You can buy One at any good 
drug store. Fill a pitcher with thot water 
and stir in a spoonful of molasses and a 
little good soap: From this ffll the enema, 
Don't have it hotter than you can com- 
fortably bear your hand in, and don't use 
the enema any oftener than can be helped.
